Police Dept. Making Effort 


To Enforce Dog Ordinance 


Within the past several 
weeks the Hamlin Police 
Department has launched a 
major effort to enforce the 
dog and cat ordinance that 
was passed by the city 
council during their April 
meeting. 


A large number of dogs has 
been observed running at 
large and tickets have been 
issued by the department, 
according to Chief Ed Wheat. 


One of the main provisions 
of the ordinance, as passed by 
the council, is that "No 
person owning, keeping, 
harboring, or having custody 
of any dog or cat shall permit 
such dog or cat to run at large 
at any time." Any dog or cat 
found in the city running at 


large is declared to be a 
nuisance and shall be im­ 
pounded. 


The ordinance provides for 
a fee for animals that are 
impounded and fines for 
violations of the ordinance. 


Chief Wheat said that most 
of those tickets that have 
been issued for the violation 
of the ordinance have been 
paid. But some people have 
not appeared before the City 
Court as required. 
City Judge Loyd Burkhart 
said this week, "if you have a 
ticket and you feel like it is 
not justified, come in to see 
me and explain it." He said 
he does not want to issue a 
"Notice to appear" unless it 
is necessary.

(October 28, 1827) 
Next Tuesday all mail routes out of 
Hamlin will undergo considerable revision. 
No longer will we have routes A, B and C, 
but Tuesday, Nov. I, it will be routes I, 2, 3 
and 4, all motor routes. 
At first there will be some little con­ 
fusion, bid in a few days every piece of mail 
will find its way to the proper box. Hamlin 
office is getting a new route and when it goes 
into effect it will enable the free delivery to 
the rural people to reach practically every 
farm home in the Hamlin trade tori tory. 
The four routes will cover 228.59 miles. 
Considering the closeness of our neigh­ 
boring towns, Hamlin will probably have the 
longest and most thoroughly covered rural 
territory for any town its size in Texas. 
Other towns have more routes, but con­ 
ditions for them are different. They have a 
thinly settled country while Hamlin com­ 
munity is heavily settled. 
Report cards were given out Thursday, 
Oct. 20, for the first six weeks records. 
These cards should receive more than 
casual interest on the part of the parents. 
They indicate the day of the week and the 
date of the month a pupil is tardy or absent, 
as well as the grades made in each subject, 
including behavior.

alive. And, if you count back one 
billion hours, you’d be in the year 
112,000 B.C. 
But, this evening at 6 p.m., if you 
count back $1 billion dollars, in U. 
S. Government spending, you’d be 
at 10:30 last night. 
Now, doesn’t that help you un­ 
derstand what a billion is? 


Like women’s bathing suits, 
candy bars are getting skimpier 
and more expensive. 
Take the Hershey bar, the 
granddaddy of chocolate con­ 
fectionery. It costs twice as much 
as it did in 1950 and is not even half 
the size. 
In the past nine months, the 
Hershey bar has shrunk from 1.35 
ounces to 1.05 ounces, while the 
“common retail price’’ 
has 
remained at 20 cents. As late as 
1965, a two-ounce Hershey bar was 
only a dime. 
The culprit, of course, is the 
mounting cost of everything—for 
chocolate bars, especially the costs 
of cocoa and sugar. In 1971, the 
average New York spot price of 
cocoa beans grwon in Ghana, the 
world’s largest producer, was 27 
cents a pound. It’s now around $2.70 
a pound. Anyone with a sweet 
tooth knows about sugar prices. 
The effect of changes in price and 
size on Americans’ taste for sweets 
is hard to measure. A recent 
Commerce Department survey 
showed consumption of candy 
increasing from 1975 to 1976, from 
16.3 pounds for each man, woman 
and child to 16.7 pounds per person. 
Around the turn of the century, 
Milton Hershey built a chocolate 
factory on a southeastern Penn­ 
sylvania cornfield, then a town 
called Hershey. Hershey started 
making 
chocolate 
in 
1894, 
marketing both a 2-cent bar (nine- 
sixteenths of an ounce) and a 3-cent 
bar (fifteen-sixteenths of an ounce) 
by 1908. Old records, at best 
sketchy, show a 5-cent, one-ounce 
bar sold in 1921. 
In World War II, GIS carried 
Hershey bars like ammunition. It 
was the universal language of 


the Aspermont Hornets 
scored twice in the first half 
here Friday night to win their 
first game of the season, 144).

Workhorse Mike Hymer 
was the night’s leading ball 
carrier as he carried the ball 
29 times for the Pipers for a 
total of 104 yards. 
Both teams gave up the ball 
three times on fumbles and 
the Pipers had two passes 
picked off while the Hornets 
had one. The Hornets had 200 
yards in total offense while 
the Pipers could manage only 
177 yards. 
The Hornets took the 
opening kickoff and returned 
it to their own 25. They moved 
the ball out to mid-field be­ 
fore losing their first fumble 
with the Pipers recovering on 
the Aspermont 46. 
Hamlin picked up a first 
down at the 34, but then 
stalled out with Hymer 
plaiting into the end zone. 
Starting on their own 20, the 
Hornets gained a first down 
it the 31, then lost two yards 
oefore quarterback Jerry 
Davis connected with Alvin 
Johnson on a 71 yard pass and 
run combination that was 
good for the first score. The 
kick was blocked and the 
Hornets were ahead 6-0 with 
7:20 left in the first period.

Any farming operation 
requires planning, and this is 
particularly true when it 
comes to applying fertilizer. 
Fertilizer applications should 
be based on a soil test, and 
fall is a good time to take soil 
samples for testing, points 
out Kirby Clayton, county 
agent 
for

Texas 
A g ricultu ral 
Extension 
agent for the Texas Agricul­ 
tural Extension Service. 
Containers and instructions 
for submitting soil samples 
are available at the County 
Extension office. Based on a 
soil test, a sound fertilization 
program can be developed 
for the coming crop year.

fertilizer rates were used on 
different crops to determine 
the highest profit potential, 


and these studies merit close 
evaluation.

risks in crop production, 
farmers must study their 
fertilizer needs more closely 
fhan ever to make sound 
management decisions, 
believes Clayton.

Oil. Speir Pleads for 
Speed Limit Support

Anatto—Tile director of the 
Texas Department of Public 
Safety today issued an appeal 
to Texas motorists to give 
better voluntary compliance 
to the 55 mile per hour speed 
limit on the state’s highways. 
Col. Wilson E. Speir said he 
is alarmed over the in­ 
creasing 
percentage 
of 
Aivers exceeding the speed 
limit, particularly in light of 
the increasing number of 
fatalities and major ac­ 
cidents in the state. 
“From 
our 
own 
ob­ 
servations as well as surveys 
conducted by the Department 
of Highways and Public 
Transportation, it is in­ 
dicated that the vast majority 
of vehicles on our roads are 
exceeding the legal speed 
limit of 55 MPH,” he said. 
‘‘M eanw hile 
tra ffic 
fatalities are on the increase, 
showing an eight per cent rise 
over the same period last 
year. At last report traffic 
deaths have increased from 
2,467 at this time last year to 
2,675—an increase of 208 
deaths. 
“What’s more, the per­ 
centage of increase in deaths 
is becoming greater with 
each passing week. 
“The latest report indicates 
that some 74 per cent of 
motorists are exceeding 55 
MPH. This compares to 69 
per cent exceeding 55 during 
the calendar-quarter year 


ending December I, 1976. 
Speir noted that while the 
DPS enforcement effort has 
been 
increased 
tremen­ 
dously—well over IOO per 
cent since the new speed law 
went into effect—shortage of 
highway patrol personnel 
makes the task extremely 
difficult when some three- 
fourths of the driving public 
is violating the speed law. 
“We are therefore issuing 
this appeal to motorists in the 
hope they will realize that 
slower speeds will pay off in 
the saving of lives, suffering 
and money in the form of 
better gas mileage and in­ 
surance costs,” he said, “in 
addition to extra wear and 
tear on vehicles.” 
Speir reported that there is 
an alarming increase of 50 
per cent in deaths on the 
interstate system over last 
year, clearly indicating that 
excessive speed is a major 
factor in fatal accidents. 
And he said the efforts of 
highway patrol troopers to 
remove dangerous drivers 
from the traffic stream will 
be continued. 
“The ultimate solution to 
the problem of speeding 
above the limits on Texas 
highways will come only 
when the majority of Texas 
drivers 
accepts 
their 
responsibilities under the 
law,” Speir added.
